In  17th  Century  France  it  was 
the  custom  for  the  well-to-do  and 
the  nobility  to  have  a  religious 
advisor  assume  charge  of  the 
moral  affairs  of  the  household.  As 
a  guide  of  conscience  the  advisor 
too  often  took  advantage  of  his 
position  to  claim  whole  estates 
leaving  his  benefactor  pennyless. 

Moliere  first  presented 
“Tartuffe"  in  1664  and  it  im- 
medilatey  became  a  con¬ 
troversial  issue  between  nobility, 
the  Church  and  the  King.  Under 
the  pressure  of  the  Church  and 
certain  officials  of  the  court  the 
King  forbade  all  public  per¬ 
formances.  It  wasn’t  until  1668 
that  public  performances  were 
again  authorized  but  only  with 
certain  modifications,  including 
.a  new  titie  “The  Injposter.’’ 

Orgon,  a  French  gentleman, 
has  taken  up  religion.  Tartuffe,  a 
pious  impostor,  is  brought  into 
the  house  as  a  religious  mentor. 
He  immediately  makes  plans  to 
seduce  the  second,  but  younger 
wife  of  Orgon,  and  to  obtain  the 
estate.  Two  grown  children  by  a 
former  marriage  and  Organ’s 
mother  see  through  Tartuffe’s 
duplicity. 

Despite  their  warnings  ""of 
Tartuffe’s  purpose  Organ’s  faith 
in  him  is  one  of  complete  con¬ 
fidence.  It  isn’t  until  Orgon 
allows  himself  to  be  hidden  under 
a  table  and  listens  to  the  ad¬ 
vances  made  towards  his  wife  by 
Tartuffe  that  he  is  finally  con¬ 
vinced  of  his  error.  Tartuffe  is 
unmasked  and  the  household 
freed  of  his  hypocrisy. 

Every  MSC  student  in  good 
academic  standing  is  eligible  to 
try  out  on  Wednesday  from  3  to  5 
p.m.

Lions,  Coach  Gamer 
Top  District  Laurels 

John  Thomas,  Bill  Wagner,  and  head  MSC  cage  coach  Frank 
Davis  were  recently  honored  for  their  performances  in  District  16  this 
season.  Thomas  grabbed  a  berth  on  the  first  All-District  16  squad, 
Wagner  was  named  to  the  second  All-District  team,  and  Davis  was 
awarded  co-honors  as  District  Coach  of  the  Year. 


Thomas,  one  of  the  District’s 
leading  vote  receivers,  lead  the 
Lions  as  top  scorer  and 
rebounder.  The  6-5  sophomore 
center  averaged  17  rebounds  per 
game  while  scoring  at  a  17.9  clip 
per  outing. 

Wagner,  a  repeater  from  last 
season  to  the  second  All-District 
team,  averaged  14.0  points  per 
game  and  pulled  down  an 
average  of  9.8  rebounds. 

Davis,  named  as  Coach  of  the 
Year  for  District  16  last  year,  was 
co-winner  of  the  award  this  year, 
along  with  Jim  Didley  of  Culver- 
Stockton  College.  Davis  coached 
the  Lions  to  an  18-6  season  record 
and  a  spot  in  the  N.A.I.A  District 
16  playoffs. 

The  Lions,  rated  No.  1  in 
District  16,  whipped  Rockhurst 
College  of  Kansas  City,  80-72  in 
the  opening  round  of  the  playoffs. 
After  holding  a  48-35  advantage 
at  intermission,  the  Lions  held  off 
a  late  Rockhurst  rally,  netting 
clutch  free  throws  in  the  final 
minutes  to  hand  the  Hawks  the 
loss. 

A  heart-breaking  75-70  loss  was 
handed  to  the  Lions  by  the  Drury 
Panthers  in  the  District  finals. 
Drury  hit  five  free  throws  in  the 
closing  minute,  after  holding  a 
slim  70-68  margin  with  1 :50  left  in 


the  game.  The  defeat  ruined  the 
Lions’  hopes  of  gaining  a  berth  in 
the  N.A.I.A.  National  Tour¬ 
nament  in  Kansas  City.
